Appeal of Theater Is In Love 
Of Make-BeUevo Bays 
Speaker 


“We like to go to the theater be- 
cause we like to make believe," 
aisserted John VanDruten, famous 
young English playwright, lecturing 
on “Making the Play" in Corcoran 
Hall last Friday evening before an 
audience of about 800 members and 
guests of the Dramatic Association. 

According to Mr. VanDruten, who 
Is the author of “Young Woodley," 
starring Glenn Hunter this week at 
the National Theater, a play Is a 
“tacit bargain" between the audi- 
ence and the actors “to pretend that 
the play is real.” The more the play 
makes the audience forget Its preten- 
sion, the better it Is, he ipalnta'ned. 

“The whole appeal of the theater," 
said Mr, VanDruten, "is in the love 
of the make-believe. We like to 
escape from our own lives, and pro- 
ject ourselves Into more Interesting 
ones. In that way we experience 
emotlone and sensations beyond our 
ordinary reach without pain or cost 
to ourselves. 

“However, U Is dangerous to re- 
mind the audience oMts pretension,", 
he said. "If the action of the play, 
goes one step too far In the mythical ; 
limit of make-believe, the audience ! 
will titter, the suspense is t>roken. 
and the play Is a failure." 

Recites Incldeiit 

He always wanted to be a dram- 
itlst, Mr. VanDruten confessed. 
When he was seven years old he 
wrote a tragedy called "Mary, Queen 
of the Boots." He related an inci- 
dent which occured while he was In 
a hospital — still half unconscious 
from anesthetic after an operation — 
the first words that came from his 
Ups were a queUUon Cnoas seme 
drama. This, he said, when the at- 
tendant told him afterwards, caused 
his Anal determination to make play, 
writing his vocation, 

Mr. VanDruten enumerated the 
difficulties of a dramatist In writing 
the plaYt and stressed the subtlety 
of technique necessary to overcome 
those difficulties. 

"Plays are made like machinery," 
he asserted. “They must be assem- 
bled just so, or they won't work. 
The meebanlcB of play-making Is 
called technique. Good technique, 
acquired only by long study, smooths 
out all the raw spots in the play, all 
those actions which m ght remind 
the audience of the make-believe. 

Modem Trend Backward 
Plmywriting is getting harder, 
said Mr. VanDruten. The theater- 
going public Is becoming more so - 1 
phlstlcated; It knows the tricks ot ! 
the trade, and requires cleverer tech- < 
nlque to make It pretend that the i 
play la real. 

He commented on the f^end of ’ 
modern plays. They are all going 
back, he said, to the old French < 
drama dialogue, the soliloquy, and

One of the main features will be the 
erection of a large medical school 
building near the present Garfield 
Hospital. 

. The financing of the new school will 
be through the sale of the present 
University Medical School and Hos- 
pital buildings on H Street between 
13th and 14th Streets, and from the 
endowment v/hlch the Medical School 
receives from the University. 
<'oninilt(<Hw to Act 
The project has only recently met 
with favor, although this consolida- 
tion was first suggested as early as 
1910 and has been broached at intei- 
vals since then. The success of the 
plan at this time Is felt to be almost 
cert^. I 

According to H. B. Spencer, PresI- ! 
dent of the Board of Directors at I 
Garfield Hospital, the proposal Is en- , 
tlrely in the hands of the committee 
representing his Board and that of 
the Board of Trustees of George 
Washington University, and he be- !

AI- 
tbrough many modern plays break 
the old rules of technique, he said, 
the dramatist must know .the old 
rules fhoroughly before he can suc- 
cessfnlly break them and subatltute 
his own.
